How they live on $10,000 a year 


Douglas and Norma F. use ‘Scotch guesses’’ instead of 


a budget to live on $750 a month in southern California. 
Family car is 1950 model; home cost $16,000. Food bill is 
$2,360 a year, bank account is low, but they don’t worry

a F. and his wife Norma keep no 
budget. Nor do they scrimp. Their home in a 
Los Angeles suburb is handsome and well kept. 
They eat steaks and roasts every week; invite 
guests in for dinner three or four times a month. 
Their two children receive elaborate medical 
care. Doug plays golf and poker without count- 
ing the cost particularly, and recently Norma 
bought an $85 camera “‘on an impulse,” she said. 

Yet all their outgo, when totaled for a year, 
usually is slightly within their income—which 
last year was $9,780. By shrewd Scottish guesses, 
the F.’s seem to sense when to spend and when 
not to. They’re believers in do-it-yourself—and 
in an even greater aid to thrift, get-friends-to- 
help-do-it. They’re alert shoppers, with keen 
noses for a good buy. Recently when they heard 
that a wealthy widow had decided to sell her 
furniture, they scrambled into their 1950 car and 
drove across the county to be among the first to 
call on her. After some good-natured bargain- 
ing, they paid her just $180 for a beautiful set of 
chairs, sofa, and two lamps—all practically new. 

“They came from the maid’s room, and she’d 
never had a maid,’ Norma recalled. 

By such short cuts the F.’s manage to live well, 
have fun, and stay on good terms with credit 
managers. Doug is an engineering supervisor at 
an aircraft plant. He’s doing well for a 33-year- 
old. His base salary is $750 a month. When he 
tackles an assignment requiring a string of eve- 
nings or Saturdays at the plant, his pay is tem- 
porarily increased. 

Inside and outside, their home looks more ex- 
pensive than people think Doug should be able 
to afford. The reason is that Doug took art 
courses in high school, as well as engineering at 
college. He not only did some of the heavy 
physical labor on his house, he also did some de- 
signing and decorating. 

When he moved into the house, his artistic 
sense told him it looked too narrow. The 50-foot 
lot was too small for him to build an addition. 
But he made it look wider and more pleasing by 
designing a carport to extend over the driveway. 
It was a free-floating, cantilevered affair stretch- 
ng from the house to the edge of the lot. If de- 
signed by an architect and built by a contractor, 
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it might have cost him a month’s pay. But he 
spent less than $100 for it, even including re- 
freshments served to friends who helped him 
with it. 

Then Doug and Norma decided that their 
house still looked too plain from the front, be- 
cause the doorway was on the side. A friend who 
was a landscape architect drew a sketch for 
beautifying their front yard with trees and 
plants, even loaned his workmen for a day. At 
his direction, a giant Bird-of-paradise plant in 
the yard was moved 15 feet to a more suitable 
place. 

“We found out when they moved it that the 
plant was worth about $85,”’ Norma recalls. “If 
I’d known that, I’d have been out there watering 
it oftener.’’/ 

Doug figured that the three laborers did more 
in 6 hours than he and his friends could have 
done in 6 weeks. They moved a load of topsoil, 
put in seven bare-root birch trees, wired them in 
place, and set an assortment of tropical plants in- 
to planters by the driveway. Doug had built the 
brick planters himself. He paid $160 for labor, 
soil, trees, plants, and plant food. The new land- 
scaping plus the carport gave the place an 
exotic, low-slung, Japanese look which is the ad- 
miration of the block. 


Another burst of beautification occurred re- 
cently when Doug and Norma happened to look 
at a color chart in a paint advertisement. After 
considering it for about 30 seconds, they bought 
a can of plastic paint to try on the back of the 
house. 

“Before we knew it, we’d painted the whole 
house with a roller,’’ Doug says. “It took us one 
weekend, and cost us $40. I’ll add the trim next 
time I feel dynamic.” 

Last year they papered the bathroom and 
painted the bedroom of their daughters, aged 8 
and 5. They think they’ll probably do another 
room this year—perhaps the parlor for which 
Norma made a set of draperies 2 years ago. Or 
they may do something about the rear view of 
their house, which still dissatisfies them. 

They pay $84 a month on their house, plus 
taxes and insurance. Doug _[ Turn to page 222

Where then does the crabgrass come from in a new- : 
ly seeded lawn? Some of it is brought in with “good 
black topsoil.”” Usual source of topsoil is worn-out 
weedy fields which will no longer grow good crops. 
When you buy this type of soil, you also buy the weeds 
and crabgrass which plagued the farm owner in pre- 
vious years. 

Since crabgrass seed remains alive in soil for up to 
50 years, any disturbance of soil previously infested 
with crabgrass will bring up seed ready to grow when 
exposed to light and air. 





Sunturf new grass for South 


Homeowners in the South may have a new lawn grass 
soon. Called Sunturf, it’s a form of Bermuda imported 
from Kimberly, South Africa. 

Compared to the popular U-3 Bermuda, it is darker 
green in color, finer in texture, and has less conspicu- 
ous seed heads. It may not stand as much traffic and 
scuffing as U-3, and it’s resistance to cold is not fully 
tested, but it has gone through a temperature of 4 
degrees above zero. 

Sunturf, like U-3, must be grown from stolons. No 
seed is available. 

State Experiment Stations in Alabama, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma, and South Carolina are distributing root- 
stocks to turf nurseries for increasing and further test- 
ing. It is possible that small amounts may be available 
for retail markets next year. 


Storing tomatoes? Don't cool them 


Tomatoes exposed to temperatures below 60 degrees 
for more than 4 days will not ripen properly. Tests at 
the University of California, Davis, show that chilled 
fruits ripen poorly, shrivel badly, and won’t keep. 

If they are exposed more than 6 days, they probably 
will never ripen. For this reason, tomatoes gathered 
for storage in the fall should be picked as soon as 
possible after night temperatures begin to drop into 
the 50’s. 

Even if days are warm, night temperatures in late 
fall are low enough, in many areas, to affect tomato 
ripening qualities. 


Pyrethrum power boosted 


Pest control takes an important step forward with the 
discovery of the exact chemical formula for sesamolin, 
a complex substance derived from sesame seed. 

Sesamolin is valuable because it steps up the killing 
power of pyrethrum over 30 times when the two are 
mixed in equal parts. This is doubly important for 
home gardeners since pyrethrum is one of the safest 
insecticides. 

Sesamolin extracted from sesame seed is quite ex- 
pensive. With the formula known, chemists should be 
able to produce it more economically through syn- 
thetic processes. 

The formula, for those who care to struggle with it, 
is: 2-(3,4-methylenedioxy phenoxy)-6-(3,4-methylene- 
dioxyphenyl)-cis-3,7-dioxyabicyclo (3.3.0) octane.

¢ Ma best news yet for backache victims is a remarkably 
simple new treatment that promises to clear up about 90 
percent of all the low back pains in the world—and that’s 
a lot of misery. 

If you’ve twisted your back and have been wondering 
whether you are injured for life because the pain persists, 
here finally could be quick and permanent relief. 

Even if a lame back has disabled you—partially or 
completely—the new treatment could be just what’s 
needed to get you on your feet again. It’s an injection 
containing only a vegetable oil plus an anesthetic that 
goes directly into the weakened ligament that causes the 
trouble. 

No surgery, manipulation, or long-drawn-out therapy 
is needed. Given right in the doctor’s office, with little 
discomfort, the injection stimulates the body to do its own 
healing—by growing new fibrous tissue which strengthens 
the ligament. 

Unfortunately, ligaments in the back aren’t readily ac- 
cessible for examination, damage is difficult for the doctor 
to feel, even X-rays may show nothing. Other structures, 
notably the spinal discs, have received more attention 
than the ligaments.

trated on ligaments, charting them along the spine and in 
the pelvis, figuring out the typical pathway of pain for 
each one, then devising and trying his injection. 

His first results were excellent. The shots worked. La- 
ter, animal experiments showed why and exactly how. As 
the vegetable oil sets up a local irritation and the body 
responds by generating healthy new bone and fibrous 
tissue, the ligament itself, and the point at which it joins 
the bone are strengthened. Even a ligament stretched so 
hard that it has torn away from the bone is rejoined to it 
by the new growth. 

Recently, before both the American Medical Assoéia- 
tion and the American Academy of General Practice, the 
nationwide family-doctor’s organization, Dr. Hackett 
reported on results in the first 923 patients. 

Ranging up to 88 years of age, they had been disabled 
on the average for 44% years—in one case, for 51 years. 
Eighty-two percent consider themselves cured; many 
treated as long as 12 years ago have had no trouble since. 
Currently, with further refinements, the rate of success is 
running as high as 90 percent. 

One patient, a housewife, had suffered pain low in the 
back for 4 years, severe enough so that even washing 
dishes made her cringe. Another, a business executive, 
had had to buckle himself into sacroiliac belts for 20 
years to get a little relief. Both were entirely freed of pain. 
The businessman was playing golf within 3 weeks. 

The treatment has worked after spinal surgery has 
failed and now, happily, is eliminating the need for many

4 shot that stops aching backs 


A young farmer, unable to do 
even light work for 2 years after 
straining his back, was running his 
farm again within a month after 
treatment. It brought relief for a 
husky young hospital orderly who’d 
injured himself while lifting a 
heavy patient. He had undergone 
two unsuccessful back operations. 
It helped a young mother whose 
low back pain began just before 
delivery of her child and continued 
for 8 months afterward, so sharp 
that it caused her body to list to one 
side. While surgeons planned a 
disc operation and spinal fusion, 
the injection was given a trial. 
Three weeks later, she was off on a 
1,500-mile auto holiday. In 8 years 
since, she’s had two other children 
and no backaches. 


: are, of course, many pos- 
sible causes for backache—bone 
disorders, infections, even diseases 
hidden deep in the body. But if 
there’s any suspicion that a liga- 
ment may be the trouble, the shot 
immediately provides evidence for 
or against. When the injection is 
being fed in, it reproduces or sharp- 
ens the typical pain. Then, quickly, 
as the anesthetic takes effect, the 
pain is gone. If the reaction follows 
true to form, there’s no mistaking 
that a damaged or torn ligament is 
the cause. 

Although a damaged ligament is 
involved in as many as 9 of every 
10 cases of low back pain, accord- 
ing to Dr. Hackett’s findings, until 
now it has gone almost totally un- 
suspected as the source of trouble. 

Ligaments, serving as bone con- 
nectors, are present in the spine 
and every joint. They provide flexi- 
ble support, allowing the bones to 
move through a normal range of 
motion, yet holding them so that 
they don’t slip out of place. 

Any ligament can be damaged, 
and a wrenched or torn one is ob-

vious enough in an acutely sprained 
or strained ankle or shoulder. But, 
in the back, damage can be subtle 
and slow. A sudden injury such as 
a lifting or twisting strain can 
cause trouble. But so can gradual 
relaxation and overstretching dur- 
ing pregnancy. Even the long-term 
stress of poor posture can put one 
or more ligaments out of good 
working order. 


The injection now has been ap- 
plied to many other areas in which 
weakened ligaments may cause 
trouble. Painful wrists have been 
eased. So, too, weak ankles that 
keep “turning.” 

It’s in the aching back, however, 
that the treatment should have its 
biggest use—and, it would seem, 
an ever-increasing one. Back trou- 
bles, Dr. Hackett observes, are 
likely to become even more wide- 
spread than they already are since, 
in this mechanized age, we get 
little chance to develop ligaments 
enough so they can withstand oc- 
casional severe strains.

In a moderate-size house: A new way of 


planning that is a way of living 
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A, you make your way from the entrance of our Idea 
Home of the Year, you'll discover three areas of living . . . all 
well defined in purpose by location and convenience. . . and 
each enjoying its own companion outdoor living area. 

1. The living room is distinct from the rest of the house in a 
wing all its own. This does away with annoying through 
traffic and allows a wonderful flexibility in furniture ar- 
rangement. Out a small side door is this room’s almost 
totally private, fenced-in outdoor living area. 

2. The recreation room, in the daylight basement, is under 
the bedroom wing. It’s a grand spot for the entire family to 
enjoy at once..Or it’s private enough for adults or youngsters 
to use separately without disturbing the others. Playroom 
activity carries outside with its own concrete-slab terrace 
right at hand. 

3. The family room can perform on its own, like the living 
room. But, unlike the living room, it’s exposed to all areas 

. a focal point of the entire house. It’s adjacent to the 
screen porch and entire back-lawn area so together with 
kitchen forms a very workable connection with outdoor 
living.

We say our Idea Home is a new way of living . . . a long step 
away from old methods and materials. But it draws from the 
past, too—from. ideas we think you’ve always liked. And 
here they are used again in new ways. 

The living room, you'll see, stands in its own wing for 
total freedom of the parents in their relaxation and enter- 
tainment. In this way, it recalls the parlor of another day. 
The living room’s terrace is fenced from the street. In warm 
weather, this indoor-outdoor unit functions as one. 

Entrance, with its dropped ceiling, is an open and modern 
refinement of the formal reception hall. And it’s the buffer 
between living room and newest room in today’s family- 
planned house: the family room. Here, parents and children 
come together in the early evening and before meals. And 
the family room is the only practical space when children 
are small, when you want them playing within reach. 

The most workable idea behind any family room is its 
relationship to other areas. This family room joins the 





kitchen to complete its dual function as a supervised play 
area and family dining space. Still another break for this all- 
tugether area: A screened porch, a timeless idea brought up 
to date by its location off the kitchen and family room. The 
sheltered, paved carport, reached from the porch, brings 
another play and relaxation area into use. 

The recreation room gives the children an area equal in 
every way to the parents’ domain. Under the bedroom 
wing, it’s an ideal spot to control noise. Here, the youngsters 
have freedom of the room during daylight hours when the 
bedroom wing is unoccupied. Teen-agers make it their 
apartment—part of the house, but below and away from 
conflicting parental interests. Outdoor living is wonderful 
for the children, too, with a terrace off this two-story end. 

We said earlier that the Idea Home of the Year was a new 
way of living—and, in every meaningful sense, it is. Few 
houses, particularly of this size, spell out activity areas so 
exactingly. But more important, here they really work.

GOOD THINGS AHEAD are always yours, if you’re a gardener. Being a 
long time at it, or very new, doesn’t matter. For you there’s always a next 
time, a new season, a fresh beginning. 

Even swinging in a hammock can be good gardening—if your mind is on 
what roses to plant next to your new delphiniums. Or how to plant that 
driveway bank. You want it to stay good-looking all next summer, but to do 


it without weekly attention from you. 


Or—coming closer—maybe you’re right now putting everything into the 
finishing touches. Even down to how to pack them, so your dahlias get to the 
show this month and you come home with the blue ribbons. 

A real gardener can never be bored. There are too many new things to try, 


too many new gardening tricks to explore. Among them, this fall... 


Groundcoverss. One of the tidiest and perkiest is the old dependable ajuga or blue bugle in a 
brand-new dress. Called Magic Carpet, it has the same short spikes of blue flowers but 
instead of plain green leaves, sports bronzy ones streaked and splashed with cream and red. 

It likes sun but will get along in partial shade. Really very handsome. 


Conversation starter. Also handsome, but amusing, too, is the twisty corylus usually 
called Harry Lauder’s Walking Stick. No branch grows straight, but bends and curves until all 
who see it smile. Excellent for use as a specimen shrub to rise from a mat of flat groundcover 
such as Ajuga Magic Carpet, periwinkle, or baby wintercreeper. 


Christmas-roses. These have to be thought of ahead of time, but are practically a must 

if you try for bloom in your garden every month of the year. Actually, they’re not roses at all, 
but good perennials called hellebores. They do well with late summer or early fall planting. 
Set them in deep, rich, leaf-moldy soil where they’ll get shade in the summer but enjoy the 
winter sun. 


Loveliest of lilaes. Late fall is the time for setting new lilacs. Three of the finest varieties 
are Adelaide Dunbar—a fluffy dark red, Ami Schott—a great blue, and Esther Staley —as 
fine a pink as a lilac can be. Lilacs need sun and space to stretch their plume-tipped branches. 


Late Daylily. Jean—a striking bicolor, brick-red and golden yellow, is doubly valuable 
because it gives you a late show, a bright finale to the daylily parade. The best time for lifting 
and dividing daylilies is immediately after each finishes blooming. Give each newly set plant 
plenty of water until cold weather comes. You can confidently expect to see results next year. 


Stately delphiniums— these are Pacific Hybrids—form a regal background in any planting bed 
—add color and charm with rainbow hues and steeple-like grace. They can be one > 
of the good things ahead for you next spring.

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Are we wasting our money on fads and frills? If you think the price of public 


education comes high now, wait until the postwar tidal wave of pupils hits the 


high schools and colleges. All the more reason to ask— 


Are we getting our moneys worth 


in our schools? 


enn pay more taxes for public education than 
any other function of government except national defense. 

Per capita, every American is paying about $70 this 
year in taxes for education. A family of four, on this basis, 
may be paying close to one month’s wages out of every 12. 

Put it another way: at the going rate, it costs about 
$4,000 in tax money to send the average American child 
through the elementary grades and high school, more 
than $8,000 to send him from kindergarten through 4 
years in a tax-supported university. 

In some states, each of these figures is much higher. 
And this, remember, is the public spending, the tax 
money; the family costs for books and supplies and fees 
and school clothes are in addition. 

We’re going to have to pay a lot more, because our 
bursting junior population is still in the inexpensive stage 
as far as education is concerned. Everybody knows that 
elementary enrollment has jumped; from 18,000,000 to 
27,000,000 in the past 10 years, which means over 50 
percent. Not only do most communities have new schools 
(and new taxes), but some of them are floating new bond 
issues to pay for additions to schools which were built 
only a couple of years ago. 

This is the easy part. After all, it’s always possible to 
jam the students in a little tighter and tack on a new 
room here and there. Everybody studies the same thing, 
more or less, in elementary and junior high school. 

Secondary-school programs are more specialized, col- 
lege training even more so. It’s a lot more expensive to 
teach young people the industrial arts than it was to 
teach them reading, and infinitely more expensive to 
teach medicine. It seems inevitable that the cost spiral 
will be even tighter and higher than the enrollment spiral. 
It’s time that we took a long, hard look at public educa-

tion to see if we’re spending our taxpayers’ money wisely. 
There is room for doubt. We do not seem to be getting 
the things we need most; we have the most elaborate sys- 
tem of mass education in the world, but it does not pro- 
duce mathematicians, engineers, and scientists to meet 
the current demand. And there is as much danger in being 
outmanned in intellectual power as outnumbered in 
atomic bombs. We have a chronic teacher shortage that 
grows steadily worse, which means, in its simplest terms, 
that our educational system is not stimulating and re- 
warding enough to attract our good, new adults to it. 


The goal of public education: to teach 


One well-known American, after a few months’ service 
in an organization devoted to improving public schools, 
growled to his colleagues: “Why don’t we burn down ev- 
ery confounded schoolhouse in the country and start all 
over?”’ More temperate men are also unhappy with the 
rambling, patchwork, expensive thing called public edu- 
cation. Mr. Alvin Eurich, vice-president of the Fund for 
the Advancement of Education, a project of the Ford 
Foundation, suggested a few months ago that there was 
a lot of cobwebby thinking among professional educators, 
and a lot of traditional practices which deserve junking. 
Since the words, “‘Ford Foundation,” are pronounced in 
a reverent whisper in educational circles, Mr. Eurich’s 
observations stung. 

It should be pointed out that this is not an issue about 
which only experts are permitted to think. The taxpayer 
can help, and he can make his wishes known. After all, it’s 
his money. 

We can begin, we taxpayers, by thinking straight about 
what we’re trying to do. Discussions of this subject are 
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often bathed in gobbledygook. Newspapers recently car- 
ried a story about the goals of education as set forth by a 
prominent figure in the field, and not one goal involved 
the phrase, “‘to teach.” 

Basically, isn’t it education’s aim to teach certain 
basic information and basic skills, and how to put the two 
together? Isn’t the school, from kindergarten to Ph.D., 
still primarily a place to /earn—and in a rather narrow 
sense of the word? 

Since the end of the first world war, there has been a 
lot of pressure to make the schools do something else. 

For example: almost every teacher in the public schools 
has at some time been confronted by an angry parent say- 
ing something like, ““Why can’t you discipline that boy of 
mine? He’s a ‘hellion’—what do we pay you for, anyhow?” 
Somehow, the schools are expected to cure “‘juvenile de- 
linquency”’; they must teach domestic obedience, respect 
to elders, proper use of the knife and fork, and rock-hard 
virtue beginning at puberty. They are to do this in about 
30 hours a week; the fact that the youngsters are in their 
parents’ charge for the other 138 hours apparently is 
disregarded. 


How much for gymnasiums? 


Educators frequently compound this error by implying 
that they can, indeed, assume responsibility for the whole 
business of character, personality, and bodily develop- 
ment—especially if they have just a little more money. 
This comes dangerously close to dishonesty. Dishonest or 
not, it becomes infuriating when a discussion with Sam’s 
second-grade teacher takes place in a haze of pseudo- 
scientific language which implies that the parent can’t 
understand Sam because he doesn’t even know what 
“social integration” is. Even if the teacher does, it’s a 
certainty that she can’t change Sams psyche much in 30 
hours a week, especially since she has 40 other psyches to 
tinker with at the same time. It’s wasteful and possibly 
harmful for her to try. 

Some of the other pressures which have mushroomed 
the size and cost of our educational system are simpler, 
but equally illogical. There is, for example, the myth of 
physical education in the schools as a means of turning 
out a healthier and stronger America. The average young 
American all but lives in automobiles. His favorite forms 
of entertainment are television, movies, and records—all 
sedentary. And even the most ingenious parent today 
has trouble finding physical ‘“‘chores’’ for his children. 

In the face of this, it is not surprising that draft exami- 
nations turn up a large number of young Americans who 
are not physically fit. The thing that’s surprising is that 
we can beguile ourselves into thinking that three or five 
hours a week of something called ‘“‘gym” or ‘‘phys-ed”’ can 
solve the problem. Yet the shiny, half-moon top of the 
school gymnasium is one of the most familiar features of 
the U. S. scene, and in almost every university students 
take swimming or bowling or golf for credit toward 
graduation. 





The honest physical-education specialists admit that 
they cannot do the whole job, and justify their work on 
the ground that it stimulates interests which will develop 
further. We’ve been doing this for decades, however, and 
we have grown steadily flabbier all the time. 

Professional groups bring another kind of pressure to 
bear toward expansion of the irrelevant and unnecessary 
in modern education. This can begin at the high-school 
level—industrial towns for example, whose school boards 
insist that high schoolers be trained for entrance into local 
jobs—but it is generally most apparent in higher educa- 
tion, at the college level. 


Better education, less cost 


Today, tax-supported state colleges and universities 
offer professional training in a fantastic variety of spe- 
cialties. You can learn to be a mortician, an industrial 
editor, a hotelkeeper, or a hundred other things—and 
learn them very well, too. But it’s like using a mink coat 
to cover the car radiator on a cold night. People on both 
the inside and the outside of education, from Robert 
Hutchins to Albert Lynn, have railed against this over- 
specialization, but with little effect. 

There are some professions which require college train- 
ing—doctors and lawyers and biochemists and dentists 
and home economists, to name a few. But make no mis- 
take about it: every citizen trained in a state-supported in- 
stitution for a profession which does not require college 
training costs every taxpayer in the state extra money. 

We must run a continuous review of all our school pro- 
grams to make certain they are genuinely devoted to 
learning. This doesn’t mean | Turn to next page 
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“stripped down’”’ or ‘““minimum”’ education. On the con- 
trary, it means freeing the schools for their proper job, 
the job which they do best. 

The other question which we must ask ourselves, after 
deciding what we really want—and can afford—to teach, 
is also obvious: how can we do it more efficiently? 

Let’s start the way any builder would start: by having 
a careful look at our tools. Are there ways and means 
which make instruction process cheaper and, at the same 
time, better? 

Of course there are, and some of them have been with 
us for several decades without getting proper attention. 
Audio-visual materials—motion pictures, strip films, re- 
cordings—have been proved repeatedly to be good teach- 
ing devices, but it’s a rare school system which really 
makes full use of them. An official of the National Educa- 
tion Association’s Department of Audio-Visual Instruc- 
tion recently pointed out in despairing tones that multi- 
million-dollar high schools are still being built without 
any provision for such equipment. In light of already 
proven techniques, this is something like leaving out 
plans for running water. 

Good films and recordings free the teacher from some 
of his most demanding work outside the classroom—part 
of the work of preparation. They dramatize and make 
graphic things which no amount of lecturing can cover. 
Used wisely, they are moneysavers. 

Closed-circuit television promises to be among the 
great mechanical aids. Warning signals are up from the 
traditionalists: this thing is dubious because it is a ““gadg- 
et.” But an impressive lot of research evidence is accumu- 

















lating which indicates that many kinds of subject matter 
can be learned effectively from the television screen. This 
fall several universities will have closed-circuit class- 
rooms as a part of their regular teaching programs, and 
general audience telecasts, with public participation for 


college credit, have been working well for years. There 


also has been successful use of television as a means of 
supplemental instruction in elementary schools—ranging 
all the way from the inauguration of President Eisen- 
hower to lessons in clay modeling. One of the first closed- 
circuit television projects for elementary and high school 
education was dedicated this summer at Hagerstown, 
Maryland, where eight city schools were linked in a five- 
year pilot study. With equipment “‘on loan’ from the 
television industry, one teacher is able to teach a half- 
dozen classes scattered throughout a building or the city. 
Not only does this reduce the cost per pupil, but, more 
importantly, it can make a great teacher available to 
many more students. 


Shall we build for the ages? 


The education plant is a different kind of tool, but a 
tool nevertheless. Like courses of study, school building 
design is subject to faddism, and fads tend to be wasteful. 
There must be more experimentation, throughout our 
educational system, in new materials and cheaper meth- 
ods of construction. Is there any reason, for example, why 
an education plant has to be built for a hundred years? 
Might it not make more sense, in some cases, to build 
short-term, temporary buildings designed for scrapping 
after a decade or two? 

On the campus of the university at which this writer 
teaches is an ancient hulk built originally as an armory. 
It then became a men’s gymnasium. Later it became a 
branch of the library (with the remarkable distinction of 
being the only library in the world with an eighth-mile 
running track in it). It has never been satisfactory as any- 
thing except an armory. Unfortunately, however, it was 
built for the ages and it still has a long career ahead of it 
as the campus eyesore. 

Right across the street from it is a fine example of 
what can be done with good sense: a new library of modu- 
lar design. Only the outer shell and a few interior walls 
are fixed; everything else is flexible. Most walls can be 
moved, whole floors completely rearranged with a mini- 
mum of trouble. This is a building which can be changed 
into almost anything as the school’s needs shift. It might 
even make a pretty good armory. 


Teachers are going (other) places! 


The hodgepodge development of much physical plan- 
ning in education does not mean that we are totally un- 
aware of the importance of facilities. Sometimes we are 
overaware, and permit ourselves to be muscle-bound by 
a fancied lack. 

There has been discussion of the report that the Soviet 
Union is outstripping us in the production of scientists 
and engineers. There is a variety of reasons why this 
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might be so. One of the most important, it is generally 
agreed, is the disappearance of courses in physics and 
chemistry from the American high school. At a recent 
Midwestern meeting of high-school educators one of the 
factors commonly mentioned in the lamentation was that 
the ‘“‘average’”’ high school can’t afford the laboratories 
necessary to teach these courses. 

This is nonsense. Any competent scientist will testify 
that a cracking-good beginning course in physics or 
chemistry can be taught with $50 worth of equipment— 
and it’s the first course that establishes the interest that 
eventually makes a scientist. It’s the teacher who makes 
the difference, and a fraction of the $25,000 that it would 
take to give Jones High an elaborate chemistry lab, 
would attract a top-rate science teacher if it were added 
to the present salary for that position. 

Keeping teacher salaries down is false economy—as 
senseless aS overspending. 

The laws of economics are inexorable. We will either 
pay our teachers well, or abandon our schools to the 
hands of incompetents, because today’s teachers have 
some place else to go. This is already visible in the fact 
that professors in medical schools may make salaries up 
to $50,000 a year, and that professors of law will make 
30 to 40 percent more than their colleagues in mathemat- 
ics on the same campus. Higher education recognizes that 
it must meet, at least to some extent, the competition 
posed by the potential income of these men in private 
practice. 

And now industry is discovering that some teachers of 
mathematics make fine production men, that good high- 
school science teachers make excellent researchers, that 
professors of psychology make corporation presidents. 
Industry is learning that the lively, broadly educated 
mind is sometimes a better investment than a plugger 
with a gloss of “‘professional training.’’ A solid knowledge 
of such theoretical material as economics may make an 
ex-teacher into a chairman of the board, while profession- 
al training in accounting generally makes, at best, a 
chief accountant. 


Let’s all be citizens 


After we decide what we want our educational system 

to do, after we attempt to find the way to do it most ef- 
ficiently, there is a final thing: we must keep in touch with 
the people who do the educating. Nothing could be more 
obvious than the fact that public education is public busi- 
ness, but both educators and the bill payer seem to have 
forgotten the fact. 
_ We have suffered from a long-time lethargy of general 
interest in educational problems. Such organizations as 
the recently disbanded National Citizens Commission for 
the Public Schools have done a heroic job of trying to stir 
up interest, but much remains to be done. This may be 
the silver lining in the gloomy cloud of increased costs: 
when the school tax bill gets high enough, maybe we’ll 
get interested. 

How can the individual do something about educa- 
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tion? In the first place, he can discharge his fundamental 
obligation as a citizen. There are hundreds of school 
elections every year in which less than 15 percent of the 
eligible voters bother to cast a ballot. Secondly, during 
the time that his children are in school, he can participate 
in those activities which are designed to inform him 
about what’s going on in the classrooms which his child 
attends. This means the Parent-Teachers Association in 
particular, along with other activities specifically de- 
signed to keep him informed—and to get his opinion. 

In many communities, he can also belong to a citizen’s 
group which is working to improve public education. 
These organizations, which largely grew out of the work 
of the National Citizens Commission for the Public 
Schools, have a variety of names, and their organiza- 
tions vary somewhat in function. But all of them are con- 
cerned with the problems which are most vital to that 
particular community; this is their reason for existence. 
Most major cities in the country have a citizen’s group, 
and many small ones do also. You probably can find out 
about your community by checking with the school 
board. 


Educators must help, too 


If there is no citizen’s group in your town, you can get 
information about how to organize one by writing to 
the National Citizens Council for Better Schools, at 9 
East 40th Street, New York 16, N. Y. This organization 
is the successor to the National Citizens Commission, and 
through it you can find out how other groups operate. 

For their part, the educators must alsorremember that 
they are engaged in public business. They have grown 
used to being left alone. Citizens’ groups are often viewed 
with hostility and alarm. Questions about purposes and 
methods are dismissed in a tone of ‘You really don’t 
know enough to understand what we’re doing and, be- 
sides, you’re just persecuting us.”’ Attempts at shaking 
up traditional methods on higher education draw indig- 
nant shouts of “‘anti-intellectualism.”’ There are, indeed, 
pressure groups and elements of the lunatic fringe which 
are trying to damage our schools—but honest coopera- 
tion between open-minded educators and a conscientious 
public can defeat them. 

The word “‘conscientious” is important. In trying to 
get a better kind of education in his community, each of 
us must approach its problems with an open mind and in 
good faith. Private axes must be taken elsewhere for 
grinding, and every citizen must make an effort to be- 
come informed. 

Keep informed on what’s going on in education in 
your community; read the newspapers, particularly the 
editorial pages. Attend school-board meetings; most of 
them are open to the public (if they’re not, find out why). 
Make it a point of knowing your children’s teachers and 
their bosses; keep in touch, and help where you can. 

We can make what is already the world’s best mass 
educational system into something even better—and 
more of a bargain.

To make 4 glasses of iced tea, 
measure 2 tablespoons (6 tea- 
spoons) tea leaves (or 6 tea bags) 
into teapot. Pour 2 cups fresh, 
vigorously boiling water over the 
leaves. Cover and let tea stand 5 
minutes. Stir a second or two. Then 
pour brew through a tea strainer 
into a glass, earthenware, or en- 
ameledware pitcher (warm glass 
pitcher first with hot water so it 
won’t break). Immediately add 2 
cups cold water and let tea cool at 
room temperature till you’re ready 
to serve it. Pour tea into tall ice- 
filled glasses. Offer juicy lemon 
wedges and sugar. Tasting-Test 
Kitchen note: If you happen to 
make tea too strong or forget to 
pour the brew off in time, it’s apt 
to cloud. To make it sparkle again, 
pour tea into pan and reheat (don’t 
boil) till clear. Remove from heat 
immediately and add about 4 cup 
boiling water for each quart tea. 
Minted Iced Tea 
Easy to make for the crowd— 

Bring 1 quart fresh cold water to 
brisk boil in saucepan. Remove 
from heat and while water is still 
bubbling, add 14 cup tea leaves (or 


15 tea bags with tags remoyed) and 
5 sprigs fresh mint. Bruise mint 
slightly with spoon. Stir well. Let 
stand uncovered 5 minutes. Pour 
1 quart fresh cold water into pitch- 
er. Stir tea brew and strain into 
same pitcher. Do not refrigerate. 
Serve in ice-filled glasses, with 
lemon and sugar to taste. Makes 10 
to 12 servings.

JUST RIGHT TOUCHES of trim give 
individuality to your costumes, linens, 


and accessories.

Search out trimmings in novel- 
ty and drapery departments.

Often trimmings are stitched 
flat against fabric without 
a seam or edge to sew.

Add slotted 2x6 for baseboard—cover lath 
and baseboard junction with quarter-round molding. 

Two 2x3s, nailed to uprights near top. support 24-inch lath. In addition, 
they give another horizontal line to the fence’s predominately vertical appear- 
ance.

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4x4 POSTS SIDE 


The ultimate in simplicity is this classical post-and-rail fence. Neat, sturdy, and 
handsome, it marks boundary lines or sets off special areas in the garden. On 
smaller lots, post and rail sealed to proportion looks equally good. 

Simple pattern calls for straight lines—no place for loose posts or sagging 
rails. Sink posts in concrete for greater rigidity —set rails tightly in slotted 
post joints. Spacing between bottom rail and ground aids mowing chores.

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“My introduction to music, when I was about 5 years old, was so 
dull with exercises and scales, that I hid when the teacher came”

L. the full and happy world that every parent wants to make 
for his child, music is now playing its biggest role. Through 
helping your child to like music, you are laying a foundation 
for peace, relaxation, and spiritual values which will last for 
the rest of his life. 

Yet, in many American families, the feeling still exists that 
musical training is a waste of time and money. To all the 
mothers and fathers who think that music is not essential or 
that it costs too much money when Johnny or Susie is not likely 
to become a concert performer, I have this to say: 

Your child, gifted or not, should be given a chance to make 
music a part of his life at an early age. If your child becomes an 
adult to whom music means solace, additional interest and 
enjoyment of life, even though he does not play an instrument, 
he will get more out of music than the person who plays but is 
somehow not very interested in it. 

Having this interest, is, of course, the key to your child getting 
to know music. I started playing the piano in Russia when I 
was about 4 or 5 years old. I had a teacher who approached 
music in such a technical way, with exercises and scales and 
dull finger studies, that I hid when the teacher came. 

Eventually, my parents changed teachers and the new teach- 
er brought four-hand music! It was as simple as that. When 
you play four-hand music (or duets), advanced music is easy 
because it’s divided. One person plays accompaniment, the 
other plays melody. 

Suddenly, the whole realm of music opened up for me! We 
were playing melodies, pieces. The duets were the bridge to 
my realization that “this is interesting . . .” 

To sit down and play “‘do-re-mi-sol-fa” for half an hour is 
scarcely thrilling at any age. 





Musi¢ and your child 


CAN YOU HOPE to build a love of music in a 
child who balks at lessons and rebels at practicing? 
Famous conductor Kostelanetz confesses that, as 

a youngster, he felt the same way until he discovered 
that really playing music was exciting. Here, he 
suggests ways to maintain your child’s interest 


But, remember, every child is different. There is a right time 
and a wrong time to begin lessons. And when the lessons have 
been started, there is a right and wrong way to encourage your 
child to do his best and like what he is doing. 

I will always remember the late Dr. Frederick Stock and his 
Chicago Symphony. He never said, “You played a wrong 
note.”” He would always say, “You know, the right note is 
thus-and-so.”’ 

It came to the same thing in the end, but the results were 
phenomenal! 

Occasional ups and downs are natural and should be dis- 
regarded. Don’t make even an implied comparison, such as 
“Tomorrow you will do better.” Say, instead, “‘Well, let’s hear 
this piece again tomorrow.” 

After all, you are building toward an end result, and the 
momentary lapses are not as important as you think. The in- 
tervening points—good one day, less good the next—are like 
the short steps a baby takes before he is able, finally, to walk 
alone. 

Parents have already been told that their children should 
never be “forced”’ to learn music, but this is a negative ap- 
proach. The positive approach is to create music in such a way 
that the child will want to learn. 

Anything may provide that “right’” moment. Perhaps a new 
piano is brought into the home. Or hearing a good pianist may 
awaken the child’s desire to imitate him. It may be that Mother 
or Father strums a bit, and the child will enjoy singing simple 
tunes to that accompaniment. It could be the stimulus of 
listening to records. 


But certainly it should not be a cold statement, ‘““Today, you 
begin to study music.” 

For the parents who have to listen to practice sessions, I must 
admit that the piano is the easiest and most logical instrument 
for the child’s study. You can be just awful as regards interpre- 
tation, shading of tones, and feeling for music—but if you hit 
the right notes (and your piano is kept in tune) it’s got to make 
a listenable harmony, however far removed from the achieve- 
ment of Mr. Horowitz! 

The wrong notes on a piano are obviously and unmistakably 
wrong, and the child cannot avoid hearing them, too. On a 
violin, and most other instruments, it is possible for a youngster 
to believe he is playing a correct note, which nevertheless is 
just “off enough to set everyone’s teeth on edge. 

Still, the choice of instrument is a part of creating interest 
for the child. I would say that even if he wants to play the 
drums (which I feel lean somewhat to the primitive side of the 
musical ledger), the parent should say, ‘‘All right. Let’s just 
see whether this playing of drums may lead to a more vital 
interest in other kinds of music.” [ Turn to page 214

At the same time, map your plan for 
sanding, sizing up uneven spots to deter- 
mine whether or not diagonal cuts will be 
needed, or whether cuts with the grain 
of the wood will do the job. 

Don’t bother to fill nail holes until you 
are ready to make final smooth cut. 











Drum sander’s 8-inch belt does all the cut- 
ting work. You just steer the machine. 

Most floors need three “cuts” to remove 
sears, old finish. Check at the place you 
rent the sander for proper grit sizes of 
sandpapers for your floors. 

It’s best to make all cuts with the grain 
of the wood. But if floors are very uneven 
or “cupped,” you may have to make a 
diagonal pass (cut across grain). 

Begin sanding with coarse sandpaper 
and work down to smoother grits. 





Edging work is done with special dise 
sander that lets you get up close to base- 
boards (after you've removed baseboard 
shoe molding or quarter round). 

Again, work from coarse to fine papers 
just as with the drum sander. 

Edger is excellent tool for trimming 
around door casings, stairs, corners, fire- 
place hearths, and so on. 

Like the drum sander, it has a vacuum 
unit that sucks sanding dust into attached 
bag for easy disposal. 
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Cut along dotted lines 


After first coat of seal is dry (from 40 
minutes to 2 hours, depending on the 
brand), machine-buff with No. 2 steel 
wool. Steel-wooling is essential to assure 
good bond of subsequent coats. 

Sweep and “tack mop” surface (rag 
dipped in sealer finish) to remove sawdust 
and steel-wool particles. 

Apply second coat of sealer, remove ex- 
cess, let it set, then buff again. Floor now 
is ready for waxing or third coat of finish, 
if you desire slight build-up. 





If you prefer the high luster of a hard-sur- 
face finish to satin gloss of floor seal, you 
can finish your wood floors with varnish or 
shellac. Floor should still be sealed. 

Use wide (4-inch) brush and lay mate- 
rial on in short even strokes, doing small 
area at a time if finish is varnish. First ap- 
plication of hard-surface finish over sealer 
should be light, thinned coat. 

Two coats of varnish or three of shellac 
usually are sufficient. Steel-wool and wax 
just as you do for sealer finish. 
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Waxing renewed surface is final—and 
most important—job you'll do in refin- 
ishing a hardwood floor. 

You can get by on one coat, but two 
light films, well polished with floor ma- 
chine, bring out more beauty and give 
longer-lasting protection. 

Apply either liquid or paste wax with 
soft, lint-free cloth or wax mop, let wax 
dry 15 to 30 minutes, then buff. 

For tough, durable gloss, repeat the wax- 
ing a second time.

The ABCs of heating todays house 


Now is the time to look at the machine that will warm your house this winter. 


Here are developments in heating and home comfort—from restoring your old 


heating plant to the revolutionary device that pumps heat from water, air, 


or ground—that will give you your money’s worth in service and convenience 


By Ronald M. Deutsch 


The most expensive single appliance you own next to your car 


is the machinery that warms your house. This equipment costs 
from 5 to 10 percent of the price of your house itself. You may 
well pay the cost of a new television set every year just to keep 
it running. 

To most of us, this heating machine is just a friendly stranger 
with an insatiable appetite. Yet in the past few years there have 
been developments in heating appliances as revolutionary as 
those in kitchen appliances. Knowing these developments can 
save you paying 1956 prices for 1936 heating. 

The modern heating principle is that heat must go to the 
places which lose it fastest. But even then heat must be delivered 
evenly. Otherwise your head may be feverish while your feet 


turn blue, for old-fashioned heating permits a cascade of cold air 


from walls and ceiling to form an invisible, ever-deepening 
puddle of frigid air on the floor. 

Research shows that good heating delivers heat just as fast 
as it is lost, to the place from which it is lost, distributing it 
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OUTSIDE THERMOSTAT 


evenly throughout your home. Here is how modern heating does 
the job... 


The new standards of good 
Fitiera so heating have spurred a whole 
new concept of warm-air heating. From the furnace that warms 
the air, to the ducts that carry it and the grills that distribute it 
to the room, most engineers have built their new products 





around this one idea—perimeter heating. 

Perimeter heating delivers warmth to the places that lose it 
fastest—the exterior walls of the house. Warm air is diffused 
from grills low on the exterior walls, preferably under the win- 
dows. There it rises to build a curtain of heat between you and 
the chilly walls and windows that steal heat from your body. 
There is more than one grill—today called a diffuser—in each 
room to spread the heat evenly, scagter and warm the cold-air 
puddle on the floor. Returns for the air are on the inside walls, 
and the air is still warm when it reaches them. This means fewer 
drafts, and less demand for heat. 

Newest idea for the crawl-space home is to convert the entire 
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Perimeter heating 


space to one big plenum, or warm-air chamber, by sealing up and 
insulating the space. From the space, short ducts carry warmth 
to outer-wall diffusers in the rooms. This guarantees warmth for 
the hard-to-heat floor. Though FHA approves this system, some 
local codes still bar the idea. Modern thinking, however, recom- 
mends closing off all crawl space in the winter. In the same vein, 
experts suggest enough warm-air outlets to bring the basement 
temperature to 70. This, they say, pays for itself. 

Proponents of warm-air heat point up these features: Warm- 
up is fast. The air is circulated, making possible humidifying, 
drying, or filtration. What engineers call Continuous Air Circu- 
lation can be had. This means that even when the burner is off 
your fan circulates the home air through the ducts to keep air 
temperatures even throughout the house. ' 


‘Hot water and steam — offer many new develop- 
ments. A boiler still produces 
steam or hot water, and pipes still carry it to radiators of a sort. 
But the whole system is almost unrecognizable, and even sum- 
mer cooling has been added. 

Now, far smaller boilers turn out water up to 50 degrees hotter 
than did old boilers. So distribution systems can be smaller and 
cheaper. And even the pipe is new. Most of it can be narrow (14- 
to 34-inch diameter) flexible tubing, which can thread in and 
out without old-fashioned joints. This cuts installation time and 
cost, and is a boon to a remodeling job. 

And there’s a new look to the old-fashioned radiator. New 
radiators are slimmer, smaller, easily located out of sight. In 
fact, more than half of hot-water buyers now choose baseboard 
distributors. Coming in more styles than a spring bonnet, the 
baseboard radiator runs unobtrusively along the base of outside 
walls. It is basically either a long, cast-iron radiator or a tube 
with fins, and from it rises a heat curtain much like that of the 
warm-air perimeter system. 

Your main choice here is between the simple radiator and one 
designed for convection (the transfer of heat by moving air past 
heated fins). 

Either baseboard or convector systems can be adapted to sum- 
mer cooling by adding a water chiller, extra pipe to carry the 
chilled water, and drainage for condensed moisture which col- 
lects on the outside of the pipe. Some systems give you both heat- 
ing and cooling through the same pipe. But most engineers agree 
that if you would add cooling, forced circulation of the air will 
be necessary. Other types of chilled-water cooling are available, 
but these needn’t affect your heating design. 

Hot-water radiant heat, a network of pipe usually embedded in a 
concrete floor, is also popular. It warms up slowly—because the 
concrete slab must warm—and is slow to cool. One danger here 
is that if the pipe should be blocked or rusted, the floor may have 
to be torn up to find the trouble. Plastic pipe is on the market, 
but has seen a limited number of installations. 


Radiant electric 
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AR Hot water and steam 


‘Electricity is the dark horse of heating according to 
most experts. One reason for this is that most 
summer cooling is electric powered. The facilities to make this 
power are staying idle in winter, and many utilities see home- 
heating as just the job to keep generators busy in winter. The 
logical way to get this business is to grant price concessions to 
installers of electric heat. 

One system, the radiant electric cable, a wire which makes and 
radiates heat, is the size of ordinary lamp cord. This is simply 
stapled in a kind of race-track pattern to the ceiling, floor, or 
walls. Turn on the power and the whole area quickly radiates 
warmth. The wires are simply hooked to a thermostat and the 
whole job is installed in a few hours. In an old haquse, the system 
can be installed with no structural changes. 

Even simpler to install are the new radiant panels, big 44- to 4- 
inch-thick panels made of special rubber or other materials. Set 
into wall or ceiling during construction they can be painted, 
papered, or plastered. 

Also on sale are smaller panels of glass in which wires are 
embedded. Fitted into outside walls, these, like other electric 
systems, make individual room thermostats practical. 

Electric heat has its convectors, too. These, using a small fan, 
have the advantage of circulation. 

Radiant heating, in general, warms much as the sun does. 
But it has the drawback that “‘shaded” areas stay cooler. Put 
your feet under a table or desk and you may notice this. The 
system is enough a matter of personal taste so that you might 
well visit an installation before you buy. 

Since there are no moving parts, electric heat is easy to main- 
tain. It eliminates the need for chimneys, some plumbing, and 
makes individual room controls cheaper. 


‘The heat pump — is a remarkable new machine that 
literally pumps heat from the outdoor 
air into your home in winter, pumps it out in summer. The first 
single machine to supply year-round comfort, the heat pump 
has captured the imagination of many. 

Three times as economical as ordinary electric heating, re- 
quiring no basement, attic, or indoor space, tested for 20 years 
by leading makers, the heat pump nevertheless poses a few prob- 
lems for the buyer. 

The first obstacle is price—from $2,500 to $4,000 installed, 
including ductwork and controls. But the architectural savings 
the pump affords—no need for flues, openable windows, pitched 
roof, or indoor space to house it—may run to $1,000 on a medi- 
um-price home. Maintenance and fuel consumption are eco- 
nomical, too. 

If you’re planning a heating-cooling plant for your new home 
(in the $17,500-up class) experts say the heat pump will cost you 
little more than conventional heating and air conditioning. And 
if you are willing to wait 2 or 3 years, big _[ Turn to page 219

To touch up dull auger bits, 
clamp in vise and use fine file 
you can buy for the job. 

One end has uncut edges, 
the other uncut sides. Sharp- 
en the lips as you would cut a 
chisel, observing 20-degree 
angle of the lips. 

Do not sharpen the outside 
curve of the lips except to 
smooth wire edges. 


Depth-cutting underedges of 
auger bit are nothing more 
than two chisel edges at the 
ends of the twists. 

File them as pictured, on 
upward (tang) side of the 
edge, pressing only on the 
forward stroke. 

Special auger bit file also 
can be used for touching-up 
lead screw, which pulls lips 
through stock. 


Power equipment needs peri- 
odic lubrication . . . more if 
tool is in continual use.

Music and your child 


Today, music is music. It is not 
divided by fashion or snobbery in- 
to classical and popular. Young 
people embrace music as a whole. 
They like classics along with mod- 
erns. They enjoy Gilbert and Sulli- 
van as well as the latest mambo on 
the jukebox. 

They are interested in every- 
thing—whether it’s Mozart or the 
latest song by Dick Rogers. When 
you speak to young adults, the first 
thing they will tell you is, “Well, I 
started by liking to listen to Lou 
Waters and Dave Brubeck, but 
now—look at my records.” And 
the list will include Debussy, Bach, 
everybody. 


The “hit” songs and jukeboxes 
are not to be condemned, either. 
They may form an important 
bridge for some children to a liking 
for music. For many, the lighter 
works are stepping stones to a deep 
appreciation of abstract music. A 
child should play and listen to 
whatever kind of music attracts 
him. And if it is something which 
drives you almost out of your mind, 
have faith that after a while his 
tastes will progress and improve. 

Once you have created the in- 
terest to learn, the next step is the 
choice of teacher—one who can 
stimulate your child’s musical ed- 
ucation and maintain his interest. 

Consider first of all what success 
the teacher has had with other 
pupils. Do they progress in their 
technique and do they like the 
teacher? This is not a matter of 
money. Some local teachers who 
charge relatively little may do 
more for your child than teachers 
who charge a great deal. If a child 
likes his schoolteacher, his studies 
come easier and he generally 
makes better grades. The same is 
true in music. 


Nex comes the problem of prac- 
ticing! Almost all children hate 
that part of their musical educa- 
tion, but they will get over much of 
their dislike if you use some psy- 
chology. For instance, if your child 
does homework for 2 hours and, 
when he’s through, you say, “Now, 
you sit down and practice,’”’— 
well, that’s psychologically the 
wrong time. 

Why not let the child play in the 
yard for a-while, or read a book, or 
relax with a game—and then, 
when the bugaboo of work is a little 
eased, he will be less reluctant to 
go to his music. 

Parents should know that there 
isn’t one living musician—and I 
don’t care what his caliber—who 
at some point does not detest prac- 
tice. Even the greatest musicians 
have hit a time when they would 
like nothing better than to abandon 
music forever. 

So don’t be alarmed when your 
child reaches a stage where other 
distractions (TV, movies, after- 
school sports) seem more attractive 
than sitting at the piano, restricted

to finger gymnastics. This often 
happens when the child enters hig 
teens and begins to be more inter. 
ested in things outside himself and 
his own home. 

You’ll have to use wisdom jp 
handling this attitude. One meth. 
od is to agree, while crossing your 
fingers, that both lessons and prae. 
tice may as well stop. Then wait 
and hope. 

A method I would never approve 
is to cut music out of the child’s life 
merely because he doesn’t want to 
study—in the expectation that he 
will learn to miss it. Records, con- 
certs, and an emphasis on the en- 
joyment of music should continue. 

Give your child the security of 
knowing that he doesn’t have to 
study music as he would a dull but 
very necessary school course. You 
should remind him gently that 
music exists, and that perhaps he 
would enjoy it even more if he 
resumed an active part in it. 


ew can a child learn to like 
practicing? You must give it a pur- 
pose. For example, where there isa 
scale to be done, the teacher should 
say, ““Listen when you play a scale, 
The tone should be very beautiful 
—like little bells.” 

Then the child has something to 
do. He is listening to the tone, and 
he is not so conscious that he # 
practicing a scale. Afterwards you 
say, ‘‘Play the first time very softly,” 
the second time a little louder, the” 
third time very loud!” Then there” 
is a reason for the child to play 
scales. When someone simply says, 
“Play the C-major scale 50 times,” 
nothing could be more dull. 

In my own childhood, I hated 
practicing so much that I am not 
ashamed to say I evolved a short 
cut. I don’t know whether it has 
ever been followed by others, but 
it helped me. ‘ 

Children well know how difficult” 
it is to find the fine lines on a score 
and then find the corresponding” 
notes on the piano. To me, trying” 
to locate where each line was om 
the piano seemed a terrible waste” 
of energy. So I took indelible ink” 
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and wrote on the piano keys, “1-2- 
3-4-5.” Then I didn’t have to hunt 
for the placing of the notes on the 
piano. 

There was great consternation 
when my teacher discovered this— 
but the ink was so heavy it couldn't 
be washed off. It was just wonder- 
ful! Practicing became mechani- 
cal, like touch typing. 

Ever since, I’ve asked myself 
why piano keys should not be so 
marked? The letters appear on a 
typewriter keyboard. When you 
learn to type, you look at them. 
Later, you no longer have to look. 
It could be the same with the 
piano. 

Often I’m asked, “‘In what wav 
can the parent help in creating and 
maintaining the child’s interest, 
bevond merely buying an instru- 
ment, getting him a good, sympa- 
thetic teacher, and encouraging 
him to practice?” 

My answer is that I would have 
a child listen to program music on 
records. Not abstract music, but 
music with stories like “‘Schehera- 
zade,”’ ‘““‘La Mer,” “‘Peter and the 
Wolf,’ which is very easy because 
it has spoken words. Anything that 
has a story which the child can fol- 
low in music will encourage his 
interest. 

Abstract music—that is, the 
symphonies, concertos, chamber 
music, and so on—is difficult for 
the child’s mind unless he is un- 
usually interested in music. 

Another recording you may want 
to obtain is Benjamin Britteon’s 
“Young Person’s Guide to the 
Orchestra,”’ which helps a child to 


identify instruments other than the 
one he is playing. 

Records, especially in a family 
where the parents are not musical- 
ly gifted, often provide real in- 
spiration to a child. Much of my 
own inspiration, however, came 
from my mother. She played the 
piano, quite well for an amateur, 
and she often played the Schubert 
“Impromptu in A flat major.” 


One of the best hints I can give 
parents is introduce your child to 
four-hand music. Years ago, duets 
were very fashionable. Every homé 
seemed to have a piano, and every 
piano had books of duets. Before 
the days of radio and fine phono- 
graph records, people reproduced 
even the most difficult music by 
four-hand arrangements for the 
piano. Almost all great orchestral 
works, operas, and difficult piano 
compositions were available in sim- 
ple duet forms in those days. 

This is, today, an almost un- 
touched field. And yet it would still 
have an enormous value in teach- 
ing children. If you can play at all, 
try some duets with your child. 
You will make the whole subject 


of music more interesting to him, 
because he will find himself a part 
of melodies and pieces he could 
never approach by himself. 

The first thing I played four- 
hands with my teacher was the 
“Overture to Tannhauser.” Alone, 
I could not have played it. I always 
played the treble in duets—unless 
it was too difficult. Then, I had to 
play the bass. 

As a child, I found nothing 
which could distract me from mu- 
sic. But then I was naturally inter- 
ested in it. Today’s children have a 
thousand diversions which may 
easily seem more interesting. Mu- 
sic, therefore, must be made even 
more attractive to hold its own. 

What provided me with the 
greatest sense of personal pride and 
accomplishment as a child was 
when I played a small recital in my 
school. I was about 6. 

That was my first public appear- 
ance. I remember that the applause 
startled and pleased me. I had 
never heard applause before. This, 
and the fact that the recital was a 
success, Was a spur to me. 

I played simplified versions of 
the “E flat Nocturne” of Chopin

and the “Marche Militaire” of 
Schubert. I do not claim that the 
performance was extraordinary. 
But that applause—it rang in my 
childish ears for months afterward. 

I never became a professional 
pianist, although I have always 
played fairly well. I gravitated 
naturally towards composition and 
conducting. 

To sum up, I believe more in 
“Do” than “Don’t.” 

First of all, study the child. Find 
out what he likes, and don’t expect 
the child’s interest to be an exact 
replica of your own. 

Keep an eye on the music teach- 
er from two angles only: Does the 
teacher command the interest and 
liking of your child? And, can you 
notice some slight but continued 
advance? 

Emphasize the child’s achieve- 
ments when they are good, and 
don’t make comparisons with some- 
thing better. Don’t, by any means, 
praise anything and everything. 


B. genuinely interested in your 
child’s musical development. Even 
if you are not outstandingly musi- 
cal, you may find a new world of 
enjoyment opening in your own 
life if you share his discoveries. 

But, however much you may 
know about music, leave teaching 
to the teacher and confine your 
assistance to encouragement. Keep 
your sights set on the end product 
you hope to achieve—a son or 
daughter who, by your wise guid- 
ance, will carry a knowledge and 
love of music into adult life, as an 
integral part of it.

My cat eats green grass and other 
things such as broom straws. Do 
you think he has some type of diet 
deficiency? 

This has been suggested by nu- 
tritionists for some time but not 
proven as yet. You might try add- 
ing thiamine, which is vitamin 
B,, to his diet. It may help. 


My dog has been spayed and is 
excessively fat. Is spaying respon- 
sible for this? 

Spaying has very little to do with 
causing excessive weight. The dog 
probably is too fat because she eats 
too much. 


I have a certificate that savs my 
dog has been permanently vaccinat- 
ed against distemper. | also have 
been told that it is good to give him 
booster inoculations periodically. Is 
this necessary? 

Recent research has shown that 
vaccination for canine distemper is 
highly efficient, but the vaccina- 
tion loses its potency over a period 
of time. For this reason, most veter- 
inarians recommend that booster 
inoculations be given for distemper 
about each 6 months until the dog 
is 2 or 3 years old. After that, a 
yearly booster inoculation will 
greatly increase the efficiency of his 
immunity to distemper.

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The ABC's of heating today’s house 


price cuts are predicted. Some 
makers see mass production for the 
heat pump in 1958—at a far lower 
price. 

Second hurdle for the heat pump 
is built into the very theory that 
makes it work: even on coldest 
days there is always some rélative 
heat in the air, down to absolute 
zero, 459 degrees. The heat 
pump extracts this heat, concen- 
trates it, and spreads it through 
your home through ductwork. On 
hot days, it squeezes warmth from 
the indoor air and pumps it out- 
side. This is a sound principle. In 
fact it is the same machine that 
runs an electric refrigerator—ex- 
cept that it is reversible; it can 
pump the heat either way. 

But the colder the outdoor air, 
the harder the pump has to work 
to find heat enough to warm your 
home. In other words, the worse 
the weather, the less efficient the 
heat pump gets. Nevertheless, en- 
gineers feel the machine is practical 
for all but the coldest climates. 


The thermostat is the device that 
has the final say about how your 
heating system will operate. Since 
you pay for its mistakes, most ex- 
perts urge that you steer clear of 
thermostat “‘bargains.”’ The differ- 
ence between a precision instru- 
ment and a poor one may well be 
less than $10—a sound investment 
to make. 

The simplest control goes on or 
off at a preset temperature. Next 
step up is a timed control, to turn 
heat down at night and up in the 
morning. If your schedule does not 
get you into bed and back out of it 
at the same hours, a timed control 
may not be worthwhile. However, 
another type of timed control oper- 
ates like an alarm clock. When you 
go to bed, you simply set it for the 
time you want heat to come on in 
the morning. Just hand-wind it 
and let it go. 

The crucial factor in controls is 
placement. Controls should be on 
a completely interior wall, unpro- 
tected to sense the first coolness 
that demands more heat. The new- 
est thought in thermostat place- 
ment is that while most controls 
are placed at eye level, the greatest 
heating need is at sitting level and 
below. So experts say the thermo- 
stat should be no lower than 48 
inches from the floor. 

Another controls problem is that 
a thermostat can measure only the 
air immediately around it. The 
outer rooms in a rambling home, 
or the upper floor of a two-story 
house will have different heat 
needs than the living-room area 
the thermostat samples. And even 
the conventional house divided in- 
to living, sleeping, and working 
areas requires different tempera- 
tures for different activities. So it 
may be wise to divide your home 
into control zones. 

This follows the principle of 
sending heat to the places which 
need it most, holding it back from 
the areas which are already warm. 


If your home has a rambling plan, 
several levels, big window areas, 
outside walls of varying materials, 
or a prevalent high wind on one 
side (which wipes away heat), zon- 
ing may give you comfort and 
economy. It will give you a second 
or third thermostat which will de- 
mand more or less heat for its zone 
from the central heat source, and it 
can be applied to any good heating 
system. 

All heating engineers approve 
the new concept of indoor-outdoor 
thermostatic control. This is a sys- 
tem in which you have two thermo- 
stats—one inside, one outdoors. 
The outdoor thermostat, by sam- 
pling the weather, can anticipate 
the need for more heat as the out- 
door temperature drops. In this 
way, the indoor thermostat is alert- 
ed to begin supplying the heat that 
will be needed as the shell of the 
house cools. Warnings of extreme 
outdoor cold will automatically 
raise the thermostat setting indoors 
to prepare a protective shield of 
warmth. 


Filters that eliminate much of the 
dust, dirt, and pollen passing 
through the air can be used in any 
warm-air heating system operating 
with an automatic fan. The effi- 
ciency of filters depends on fre- 
quent cleaning. Foreign particles 
lodged in the filter naturally cut 
down the flow of air through the 
filter—and put an increasing bur- 
den on the fan motor. During the 
heating season, filters should be 
checked and cleaned monthly, and 
replaced (or washed and re-oiled) 
at intervals recommended by the 
manufacturer. 

Glass-fiber filters, light in weight, 
can be cleaned by a household 
vacuum cleaner. And there are 
now expanded metal sheets avail- 
able that are periodically washed 
and dipped in oil. 


Electronic air cleaners remove 
a high percentage of dust, dirt, 
pollens, particles of coal and oil 
smoke, and even tiny viruses from 
the air by electrifying and trapping 
the smallest particles passing 
through the cleaner. Air-borne al- 
lergy sufferers have found almost

complete relief where a cleaner is 
installed. 


Air conditioning is easily adapt- 
able to warm-air heating. Many 
combination heating-cooling units 
are now made, and you can buy 
the heating element separately 
with an eye to cooling later. Re- 
member, too, to ask your contrac- 
tor if the heating ducts will be big 
enough for cooling. Taking these 
precautions now can save a great 
deal of future expense and increase 
the market value of your home if 
you sliould sell. 


Insulation. The more heat you 
can keep in your home, the less you 
have to make. In fact, experimen- 
tal rooms have been so well insu- 
lated against heat loss that they 
could be heated with ordinary light 
bulbs. 

You'll probably never have light- 
bulb heating, but it’s a good illus- 
tration that insulation can save 
money not only on fuel, but also on 
the size of the heating equipment 
you need to buy. Your home will 
stay cooler in summer without air 
conditioning. It will be cheaper to 
buy air conditioning, and you'll 
save money on operating costs. 
And insulation minimizes drafts. 

The consensus of experts, con- 
firmed by recent research, is that 
insulation should cost you little or 
nothing in the long run, and that it 
is a practical essential anywhere in 
the United States. In fact, the 
Housing and Home Finance Agen- 
cy has issued guides and formulas 
to show how long it will take for 
various insulation jobs to pay for 
themselves. 


Old heating systems can be 
brought up to these modern stand- 
ards. But before you replace a fur- 
nace or boiler, have a_ heat-loss 
calculation made. Don’t simply 
buy the same size you had before. 
No calculation may have been 
made when the first one was in- 
stalled. Or, changes in the struc- 
ture may have changed the heating 
requirements. The addition of an 
extra room, the finishing of an 
attic, or the addition of big glass

areas can put new demands on 
your furnace. 

If your basic equipment is sound, 
but you are plagued by a cold 
room, drafts, or cold areas in a 
room, balancing may cure the trou- 
ble. This may be done in a day or 
two. It simply means studying the 
system to make sure that each area 
is getting the heat it needs, no 
more and no less. It may mean just 
adjusting dampers. Or in a hot- 
water system, a forced circulator 
might help push the hot water to 
cold zones. An extra thermostat 
and minor duct or pipe changes 
may turn the trick by zoning your 
house. Balancing may be needed 
when any change is made in the 
system. 

New, adjustable diffusers, instead 
of old-fashioned grills, may put an 
end to unpleasant blasts of hot air 
in a warm-air system. In a hot- 
water system, replacing old radia- 
tors with new, smaller ones, or 
with baseboard radiation or con- 
vectors may give you better dis- 
tribution and added floor space. 

Insulation may cut a heating job 
down to the size the old heating 
plant can handle, and make possi- 
ble what is probably the cheapest 
installation solution when an entire 
system needs replacing—electric 
heating. Radiant-wire heating can 
be instalied in a small home in as 
little as five hours, and no major 
structural changes need be made. 
But check your local rates for elec- 
tric power and be sure of your 
daily costs. 

If a major change is necessary, 
try to bring the heat to the exterior 
walls. You may find that new short 
cuts and new products can make 
this modern heating possible in an 
older home. 


A watchword in the heating in- 
dustry is that you can’t buy heating 
bargains. Or to put it another way, 
you'll get your bargains in heating 
by paying a little more. A few dol- 
lars extra invested in finer controls, 
a better furnace or boiler, better 
insulation or distribution can be 
returned many times over in com- 
fort and in lower bills for fuel and 
maintenance.

When they’re left in the soil, 
the cold, damp environment often leads 
to disease losses.

Eliminating the trouble spots 


Make it a point to catch crab- 
crass heads in reel mower 
basket each time grass is cut. 
Crabgrass—or any other 
annual weed — has to depend 
on its self-seeding process to 
keep its foothold in lawns. 
Mow often enough so crab- 
grass seed has little chance to 
mature, and you'll eliminate 
much of next year’s crop. 





Patch up bare spots. Sprinkle 
plant food—such as 6-10-4— 
on surface. Mix in food with 
spade or fork, turning over 
soil to at least 6 inches. 
Remove stones and trash, 
then rake soil into furrows 
which catch and hold seed. 
Spread seed evenly, tamp 
lightly to make it stick. You 
don’t have to cover seed. 


Spray the newly seeded patch 
morning and evening. Mois- 
ture aids germination— in- 
creases yield so you get full 
seed value. 

Use fine, mist spray on 
level ground — porous soaker 
on slopes to prevent washing.

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How to set posts 


Perhaps the most important step in 
building a fence is being sure that it lines 
up straight. The smaller the property, 
the more important accurate alignment 
becomes. 

After you have checked legal codes to 
see that your new fence meets local 
building requirements, get a supply of 
stakes and a ball of strong cord. Drive a 
stake at each end of proposed fence line, 
then stretch the cord for a guideline. 

Before you start digging postholes, 
drive a stake at position of each post. 
Normal spacing between posts varies 
from 6 to 8 feet. Your lumber dealer will 
help you determine best spacing for 
your particular fence pattern. 

Corner posts and posts carrying heavy 
screening should be buried 4 of their 
length—unless they’re anchored in con- 
crete. Bury other posts at least 2 feet. 


Set corner posts first, then connect the 
tops with a taut cord. When end posts are 
even, other posts can be leveled easily

Then mound top 
and check alignment. Don’t tamp soil around to shed water away from post. Let mortar 
posts until alignment and height are correct set about 4 or 5 days before continuing work 
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Attaching pickets, panels, and screening 


By adding “‘extras”’ to your basic post-and-rail fence, you can add 
greatly to its utility. In addition to being a physical barrier, the 
fence can help control wind, sight, and even noise. 

These extras may be time-tested pickets, diagonal braces, or 
panels of wood, plastic, or asbestos cement. In fact, any weather- 
resistant material you can attach to a frame can be added to your 


basic fence. Even glass is not eliminated. 


You can combine these materials with your basic fence pattern 
to get any degree of privacy and screening you need. The only 
critical limitation is that you choose a screening material that goes 
well with your basic fence and its surroundings. 


Some suggestions and reminders for fence builders: 


> If you build a boundary fence, be sure 
you know your exact property line, and 
stay within it. Some local codes require 
that fences be set back from boundary. 
> Before you build any fence, check lo- 
cal ordinances about fencing with the 
building department at the city hall. A 
phone call will usually do the job. 

> Do these things in advance: stake post 
positions, collect necessary tools, pre- 
coat wood with preservative. 

> Don’t skimp on the posts. Use the best 
you can, and use enough of them. One 
every 8 feet is maximum spacing for a 
heavy board fence. Tamp soil backfill 
thoroughly. 

> If location is windy, set corner posts 
in concrete. If fence is solid screen, then

set some of interior posts in concrete, too. 
>» Keep the bottom rail of the fence at 
least 2 inches above ground. This will 
help when you’re trimming the grass, 
and cuts decay of wood on bottom rail. 
> Don’t be afraid to improvise. Vertical 
strips may be made from lath, dowels, 
bamboo—even pipe. For diagonals, use 
bark strips, packing-crate lumber. Bur- 
lap squares, wire mesh, plywood, can- 
vas, plastic—all work well for full pan- 
els on a fence. 

> Don’t try to build your fence in one 
day. Take time and check all dimen- 
sions twice. 

> Build your fence on paper before you 
begin to work. Careful planning will 
save headaches and extra work later.

Leveling the lawn

Small sunken lawn areas may be 
filled in with top-dressing. Add only 
14-inch-deep layers at a time, to pre- 
vent smothering grass. 

Larger depressions may be leveled 
by peeling back sod and adding soil. 
Cut sod into narrow strips small 
enough to roll back easily. 


If soil is very dry, water day before 
so sod can be rolled back more easi- 
ly. Watering will also help grass to 
quicker recovery. 

Use a short, jabbing motion with 
spade edge to slice under sod—cut 
layer about one inch thick. 


Fill in—or subtract—the amount 
of soil needed to make surface level. 
Use back of rake to break up clods 
and smooth the soil. 

Tamp down lightly. Add plant 
food to give old sod extra strength 
for reanchoring roots in new bed. 

Replace sod and use light roller 
for leveling. Keep moist 2 weeks.
